REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a galvanic cell 
comprising a cathode comprising a first vesicle; an anode comprising a second vesicle; wherein 
the first vesicle, second vesicle or both comprise benzoquinone or hydroquinone. 

The prior art, such as Anderson et al. teaches the use of hydroquinone to precondition 
manganese dioxide for electrochemical cells. However, the reference is silent to one or more 
of the electrode vesicles comprising benzoquinone or hydroquinone.
